minent—American Troops Order- 
ed Not To Proceed South Of Par 
ral—Not Permitted To Use Mex- 
ican Telephone Lines.

CHIHUAHUA, MEX., April 21.—An 


outburst ot anti-American sentiment, 
which may result seriously, is feared 
to be imminent today in northern Mex- 
ico. 


Mexican hatred for the "gringoes" 


may fla.me forth at any moment, Amer- 
icans and Mexican officials here ad- 
mitted today. They pointed to these 
facts act proving the seriousness o£ the 
situation: 


FIRST—Carranza troops have order- 


ed the American troops not to pro- 
ceed south of Parral in their pursuit 
of Villa, who is now believed to he in 
Durango state, unbounded. 


Fire On Aviator. 


SECOND—An official order has been 


issued prohibiting American aviators 
from flying over Mexican cities. An 
American airman was shot at a score 
Of times as he flew over this city Wed- 
nesday. 
Carranza soldiers and citi- 


zens joined in the shooting. 


THIRD—Carranza has barred the 


American forces from using the Mex- 
ican telegraph and telephone lines. 
The order was issued without any ex- 
planation. 


FOURTH—Reports received by Con- 


sul Letcher shows that the attack on 
American forces at Parral has not 
been the only incident of its kind since 
the United States troops invaded Mex- 


. ico. Americans have been attacked at 
Santa Cruz and other places. 


Advance Checked 


General Gutierrez, commandant here, 


declared today that Major Jose de la 
Luz Herrera of Parral, who figured in 
the ambush of the American troops 
there, had been instructed definitely 
to inform the American commanders 
not to advance beyond Parral in their 
search for Villa. 


Chihuahua 
newspapers 
today 
an- 


nounced the early retirement of the 
American forces. 
"El Democrat a" 


printed a Washington dispatch that 
the United States had declared war 
on Germany and would require the 
Use of all forces to fight the Germans. 


Another article stated that Secre- 


tary Lansing was studying the plans 
for an early withdrawal of the ex- 
pedition, and gave General Carran/.a 
credit for halting the American ad- 
vance thru Mexico.

reported in action, a force commanded 
by General Benjamin Garza.

rez claimed Garza defeated Villistas 
under Martin Lopez at Naica, killing 
five and wounding many of the ban- 
dits. 


Americans Leaving 


Chihuahua City's regular American 


colony has been depleted to 23 mem- 
bers. 
They have lived thru all the 


troubles of the last fne years, but say 
if the American troops fire withdrawn 
they will leave with them. 


Acting on War Minister Obregon's 


instructions, General Gutierrez has de- 
tained 10 carloads of oats and hay 
shipped a week ago from El Paso by 
Taylor Bros., American merchants, in- 
tended for the use of the American 
forces.

from Parral to the American camp at 
Santa Cruz de Viesca.

WASHINGTON, APRIL 21.—State 


department officials were preparing to- 
day to make representations to Great 
Britain to insure the safe arrival in 
the United States of fifteen thousand 
tons of dye 
stuffs from 
Germany.

Germany at first declined to permit 


shipments of. dye stuffs unless in ex- 
change for American goods, now ex- 
cluded from Germany by the British 
blockade. The note says, however, that 
Germany, in realization of the fact 
that the blockade has seriously affect- 
ed American textile manufacturers in 
need of dye stuffs, now agrees to per- 
mit a single shipment, with the un- 
derstanding that it is, not to be re-ex- 
ported to Great Britain or her allies.

•d States troops, began to give way 
o a belief that the forces could not 
he withdrawn at this time. 


Secretary Lansing has repeatedly 


said that the I'nited States was ready 
lo comply with Carranza's none too 
'ourtpous demands to treat concerti- 
ng American withdrawal. While the 
administiKlion, in the view of many 
observers, was watching to determine 
whether conditions were shaping them 
solves to justify the withdrawal of the 
American soldiers incident has fol- 
owed incident to indicate that Car- 
ranza daily is losing his grip on af- 
'airs. 
Today the view prevails that 


.he American forces hardly can be 
withdrawn in the face or Carrariza's 
helplessricss.

man la handcuffs was not desirable. 


It struck me that the prisoner was 


preparing for tui e^ape. 
Should 1 


waken the sheriff and caution him? 1 
»aw 11 o reason why I should do BO. 
He, not I, was responsible for his pris- 
oner. Besides, I defy' any person to 
avoid sympathizing with another lu an 
attempt to recover his liberty. 


The iiieti were sittiug lu a very con- 


venient place for the prisoner to get 
away. They were iu the last car of 
the train not far from the rear'door. 
There were not half u dozen persons in 
the car. 
The train was a local, stop- 


plug at every station. 


"When we reached Falkland I was Iu 


tlie baggage car. 
1 got out ou to the 


piattoiui, according tn the rule for con- 
ductors, took account of what uasseu- 
! gers boarded the tniiii. sigimleil the 
| conductor to pull out, got aboard at the 


front duor of the tirst passenger car 
and went through tailing tickets. When

are used to buiiitf blamed and dou't 
mind it. At any rate, we are exj>ected 
to keep our tempers when abused. The 
man Insisted on my backing the tralu 
to Falkland, which, of course, 1 re- 
fused to do, though ] offered to stop 
so that he migh: get off. lie concluded, 
however, to go on to the next Btatiou. 


When he left me he gave me. another 


cursing, declaring that he would bring 
aii action against me for favoring tlie 
escape <>f bis prisoner by iiot having 
awakened bim while be slept and nut 
returning him to the station where hl» 
man had lit out. But t knew that this 
wus bluff; he was not likely to bring 
out my testimony as to how his pris- 
oner had escaped through his own neg- 
ligence. 


At the same time I regretted that 1 


had not wakened him when 1 saw him 
slumbering. The man he had In charge 
was doubtless one who preyed on HO- 
Hety, and it was my duty as n citizen 
If not as a railroad official to do any- 
thing iu my (tower to prevent his fu- 
ture depredations. 
My conscience Is 


not overtotigb. aud it seemed to nie 
that by aiding a criminal to escape 1 
had altetted his crimes. 


On the return trip on reaching Falk- 


land t learned that the prisoner had 
got off on the side of the car opposite 
the station, which accounts for my not 
having seen bim. When the train bad 
moved on lw appealed to several men 
loitering on the platform to help him 
off with his bra<-elets. which they did. 
The lost seen of 4ilm lie wn» depart- 
ing with oue of tbc men who had as- 
sisted bim. 


Some months after this while taking 


tickets on my train I Mopped before a 
well dressed man wlioae fuce was fa- 
miliar to me.
